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PROCEEDINGS. 


The  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  assem- 
bled in  its  fifty-seventh  annual  session  with  the  First 
Baptist  Church  in  the  city  of  Wilson,  N.  C,  Tuesday 
evening,  October  31,  1922,  Rev.  John  A.  Mebane,  pastor. 

The  proceedings  opened  at  7 :30  o'clock,  and  Rev.  Dr. 
O.  S.  Bullock,  the  President,  was  in  the  chair.  Revs.  L. 
J.  Alexander  and  J.  W.  Wood  led  devotions.  Rev.  Alex- 
ander lined  hymn:  "A  Charge  to  Keep  I  Have."  Rev. 
Wood  read  Romans  12.  Prayer  by  Rev.  N.  A.  Cheek. 
Then  there  was  instrumental  and  vocal  music:  "Come 
Holy  Spirit,  Heavenly  Dove." 

President  Bullock  made  pleasing  opening  remarks,  and 
announced  that  the  welcome  address  on  behalf  of  the 
church  would  be  made  by  Brother  T.  S.  McBrady. 
Among  other  enjoyable  remarks,  Bro.  McBrady  said: 
"I  assure  you  that  it  affords  me  pleasure  to  welcome  you 
here.  If  I  were  to  express  the  feelings  of  my  heart  as  to 
how  the  people  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Wilson  wel- 
come you,  I  would  say  that  they  have  opened  their  doors 
to  welcome  you  here.  Tonight  I  have  the  opportunity  to 
welcome  one  of  the  greatest  bodies  in  North  Carolina — 
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the  greatest  Christian  body  on  the  top  side  of  the  globe. 
The  work  which  you  represent  bespeaks  that  you  stand 
for  the  highest  ideals.  I  am  proud  to  have  the  oppor- 
tunity to  welcome  you  to  the  Baptist  churches  of  Wilson. 
We  have  thrown  open  our  hearts.  I  assure  you  that 
your  coming  here  will  mean  much  to  the  people  of  Wil- 
son. We  know  that  we  shall  have  been  benefitted  by 
your  presence.  After  this  session  shall  have  passed  into 
history  the  town  of  Wilson  will  shine  as  never  before. 
Since  you  have  been  here  there  has  been  a  difference  in 
the  atmosphere.  We  shall  do  whatever  we  can  to  foster 
this  cause  and  make  it  pleasant  for  you.  We  are  with 
you.  I  welcome  you  to  this  edifice  and  to  the  use  of  it, 
our  homes  and  the  streets." 


Ministerial  Alliance. 


Rev.  B.  P.  Coward,  of  the  Methodist  Church,  on  behalf 
of  the  City  Ministerial  Alliance,  said,  in  part:  "We  feel 
highly  favored  to  have  you  in  our  midst.  We  feel  that 
you  have  come  to  help  us,  and  to  do  us  good.  We  are 
glad  to  have  you  here.  It  is  the  first  time  in  my  life  that 
I  have  had  the  opportunity  to  look  upon  a  body  of  this 
kind.  It  brings  a  peculiar  feeling  to  me.  We  are  breth- 
ren, and  we  are  engaged  in  the  same  work  of  uplift.  I 
feel  proud  to  be  here  tonight  to  say  to  you  'Welcome!' 
on  behalf  of  the  Ministerial  Alliance  of  this  city.  I  voice 
the  sentiments  of  the  Alliance  when  I  say  '  you  are  wel- 
come.' We  are  here  to  aid  in  this  splendid  work.  We 
are  proud  of  you  for  what  you  stand  for.  We  represent 
the  ministry  of  God.  You  are  ministers  who  stand  for 
righteousness.  I  want  to  say  that  the  ministers  of  this 
city  stand  for  a  clean  ministry.  They  stand  for  unity. 
They  stand  for  education,  intellectual,  moral  and  indus- 
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trial.  They  promote  friendly  feelings  between  the  races. 
We  are  one  in  aim.  We  all  center  in  that  great  light  that 
came  to  the  world  to  lift  and  light  all  mankind.  We  in- 
tend to  stand  together  in  every  good  work.  We  hope 
that  all  the  people  and  all  the  churches  will  stand  to- 
gether for  the  uplift  of  humanity  and  the  furtherance  of 
the  work  of  Christ.  We  are  asking  that  you  come  to- 
gether and  let  us  see  that  we  get  so  close  together  that  we 
can  join  hands  in  the  onward  march  in  the  great  cause  of 
victory. 

Unique  Response. 

The  chair  asked  Rev.  Dr.  J.  E.  Kirkland,  of  Durham, 
N.  C.j  to  respond. 

Dr.  Kirkland  stated  that  he  preferred  a  young  business 
man  to  make  the  remarks,  and  with  humor  and  joyous  ex- 
pressions, called  upon  Prof.  C.  C.  Spaulding,  of  the  White 
Rock  Baptist  Church  at  Durham,  N.  C,  to  respond. 

Brother  Spaulding  began  by  saying  that  he  regretted 
his  wife  was  not  present  to  witness  the  lavish  compliments 
thrust  upon  him  by  his  pastor,  Dr.  Kirkland. 

On  behalf  of  the  Convention,  he  fittingly  accepted  the 
heart-felt  welcomes,  and  said  that  he  desired  to  speak  of 
"Christ  in  Every  Home."  He  showed  that  Christianity 
is  a  righteous  business.  He  asked :  "  What  are  we  doing 
to  better  the  condition  of  our  homes?  "What  kind  of 
homes  are  we  maintaining?"  "What  are  we  doing  to  in- 
spire our  boys  and  girls?"  "I  believe  in  my  folks."  "I 
spend  my  money  with  my  folks."  "  I  don't  even  pay  any 
attention  to  white  barber  shops.  I  pass  right  on  to  col- 
ored barber  shops."  "  I  want  my  boys  to  love  their  race. 
I  want  my  boys  to  have  confidence  in  our  people.  We 
have  got  to  be  honest  with  ourselves.  We  have  got  to 
come  to  ourselves  as  a  race.  Preachers  in  the  community 
must  get  closer  together.     We  have  got  to  open  our  eyes. 
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When  we  begin  to  respect  our  own,  the  other  man  will  re- 
spect us.  This  Convention  can  do  a  great  work  if  we 
will  only  stand  together  and  pull  together.  We  ought 
to  begin  to  do  some  real  work  as  a  Convention  in  this 
State. 

"  There  ought  to  be  a  little  more  unselfishness.  We 
need  better  homes.  That  is  the  bed-rock  of  the  whole 
thing.  The  only  way  to  keep  our  children  home  is  to 
make  it  pleasant  for  them.  We  are  a  peculiar  people. 
We've  got  to  begin  to  learn  to  respect  our  preachers. 
See  what  can  be  done  to  improve  our  civic  life.  Talk 
with  white  people,  and  stop  talking  about  them. 

"This  is  a  poor  address,  but  we  appreciate  the  cordial 
welcome  extended  to  us.  We  accept  this  welcome  with 
the  understanding  that  when  we  shall  have  left  Wilson  it 
will  be  a  better  place.  We  come  to  make  Wilson  and  all 
the  churches  better.  Patronize  your  banks.  I  want  to 
bid  you  Godspeed  in  this  Convention.  Let  our  churches 
be  purer.  Let  our  homes  be  purer.  Let  us  go  down  from 
here  thinking  about  "Where  Is  My  Wandering  Boy  To- 
night!" Let  us  have  better  community  life,  better  com- 
munity interest  between  the  races. 

"I  want  to  see  this  Convention  grow.  I  want  to  thank 
you  for  this  hearty  welcome  on  behalf  of  this  Conven- 
tion." 


Introductory  Sermon. 


Rev.  R.  R.  Cartwright,  of  Belcross,  N.  C,  preached  a 
forceful,  impressive  and  uplifting  introductory  sermon. 
He  was  associated  in  the  pulpit  by  Revs.  I.  S.  Riddick, 
of  Parmele,  N.  C,  and  W.  M.  Wiggins,  of  Spring  Hill, 
N.  C. 

The  text  was  Matt.  24:14.  Subject:  "The  Gospel  of 
the  Kingdom."     He  spoke  of  the  manner  of  its  com- 
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mimication.  He  said  that  it  should  be  preached  plainly 
and  affectionately.  The  extension  of  its  diffusion.  It 
is  for  the  uplift  of  mankind.  It  is  to  be  preached  as  a 
witness.

We 
serve  God  by  serving  one  another.  The  preacher  should 
be  mindful  of  his  own  life.  Paul,  the  wonderful  man, 
was  God's  trumpeter.  He  was  a  man  after  the  manner 
of  Jesus  Christ.  The  gospel  must  be  preached  to  all  the 
world;   then  shall  come  the  end." 

After  the  sermon  there  was  invocation  by  Rev.  Dr. 
Wiggins.  Song:  "I  Know  He's  Mine,"  by  Rev.  M.  L. 
Dawson,  of  Smithfield,  N.  C. 

Delegates  and  visitors  were  assigned  to  comfortable 
homes. 

Mrs.  Pattie  G.  Shepard,  the  President  of  the  Woman's 
Baptist  State  Convention,  being  present,  was  fittingly  in- 
troduced.

The  Treasurer  made  his  annual  report,  and  Rev.  Dr.

Dr.  Ligon,  was  heard.  He  stated  among  other  things 
that  the  circulation  of  the  Reformer  is  about  2,000,  and 
that  the  paper  is  published  promptly  every  week  That 
the  future  outlook  for  it  is  brighter  now  than  formerly.

Whereas,  The  state  of  unrest  that  seems  to  be  universal,  and  is  growing 
in  intensity  and  virulence,  and  becoming  more  and  more  a  menace  to  the 
natives  of  the  world  growing  out  of  the  struggle  between  labor  and  capital 
and  heightened  by  racial  antipathy;  and 

Whereas,  We  recognize  that  the  greatest  means  of  curbing  and  settling 
these  difficulties  and  bringing  about  a  better  relation  among  the  nations 
must  be  by  the  spirit  of  the  Lord  through  the  medium  of  prayer,  your 
committee  recommends  that  the  Christian  people  will  decide  on  a  season 
of  prayer,  asking  that  God  will  use  it  as  a  means  of  levelling  out  the  diffi- 
culties of  the  nations  and  bring  the  nation  again  into  a  state  of  brother- 
hood and  good  fellowship,  and 

Whereas,  The  work  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  the  Woman's  State 
Convention  is  very  essential  and  should  go  forward  with  greater  power  and 
influence,  and 

Whereas,  The  necessity  of  even  stronger  relations  between  these  bodies 
other  bodies,  your  committee  recommends  that  the  very  strongest  bonds 
of  fellowship  be  established  between  the  bodies,  and  that  in  all  cases  con- 
cessions be  made  whenever  it  is  found  that  such  is  necessary  for  the  promo- 
tion of  the  cause  and  the  betterment  of  the  work. 

Whereas,  It  is  apparent  that  there  is  a  growing  tendency  toward  crime 
and  lawlessness  which  is  not  confined  to  any  particular  race,  and 

Whereas,  Places  of  amusement  for  idlers  and  stragglers  are  hot-beds 
and  breeding  places  for  crime  growing  out  of  idleness,  and 

Whereas,  Unless  some  steps  be  taken  to  change  these  conditions  which 
must  grow  worse  and  worse,  your  committee  recorrmends  that  this  Con- 
vention come  out  boldly  in  denunciation  of  crime  and  lawlessness  by  whom- 
soever committed,  and  against  indolence  and  loafing  and  places  used 
where  indolence  is  tolerated,  and  especially  against  Sunday  desecration 
and  fast  and  loose  living.

Whereas,  Shaw  University  for  half  a  century  has  stood  for  the  higher 
education  of  the  colored  race,  and  religious  training  of  the  same,  and 
through  this  training  has  contributed  so  much  to  the  religious  and  moral 
welfare  of  the  people,  and 

Whereas,  It  should  receive  the  unstinted  financial  and  moral  support 
of  the  colored  Baptists  of  the  State,  your  committee  recommends  that 
we  make  this  institution  the  center  of  our  educational  interest  and  support, 
and  that  we  shall  do  all  we  can  to  make  it  the  greatest  school  possible  for 
the  education  of  our  people  in  the  State. 

Whereas,  It  is  evident  there  is  a  growing  tendency  toward  what  is  termed 
higher  "criticism"  in  contradistinction  of  the  fundamental  doctrines  is 
seeking  to  undermine  the  doctrine  taught  by  Jesus  Christ  and  His  apostles 
in  regard  to  the  incarnation  of  Jesus  Christ,  miracles,  and  the  authenticity 
of  the  Bible,  and 

Whereas,  The  two  fields  of  thought — the  new  revolutionary  ideas  in 
recent  discoveries  and  the  fundamentals.  We  recommend  that  we  stand 
boldly  upon  the  teachings  of  the  Bible  in  regard  to  the  incarnation  of 
Jesus  Christ,  the  working  of  miracles,  and  the  work  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
and  that  we  "contend  for  the  faith  once  delivered  to  the  saints,"  and  that 
any  doctrine  contrary  to  the  teachings  of  God's  word  is  pernicious,  dan- 
gerous and  devilish  and  should  be  condemned  and  opposed. 

Whereas,  Rev.  G.  W.  Watkins  has  served  this  Convention  for  four  and 
one-half  consecutive  years  as  its  field  worker  and  missionary.  We  highly 
recommend  him  for  his  faithfulness  and  zealous  work,  and  feel  that  our 
work  was  made  better  by  his  Christian  endeavors  while  serving  us.

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APPENDIX. 

Annual  Address  of  the  President,  Rev.  O.  S.  Bullock,  D.  D. 

My  Dear  Fellow  Pastors  and  Co-workers  in  the  Master's  Vineyard,  and 
Members  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina: 

It  is  with  profound  gratitude  to  God  that  we  have  the  opportunity  of 
assembling  ourselves  in  this,  another  annual  session  of  this  great  Conven- 
tion, with  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  the  beautiful  city  of  Wilson. 

We  trust  that  each  one  of  us  has  come  here  with  our  minds  made  up  to 
enter  fully  into  a  new  and  larger  and  more  definite  program,  that  we  might 
do  more  efficient  work  for  our  King.  The  watchword  of  the  church  today 
is  to  "Go  Forward." 

God's  people  must  always  be  ready  to  enter  on  the  next  stage  in  their 
journey.  It  will  never  do  for  the  church  to  rest  content  with  what  has 
been  accomplished,  or  to  spend  much  time  over  questions  of  what  might 
have  been  done  in  a  different  way  or  dwell  upon  the  glory  of  the  past  so  as 
to  forget  the  duties  of  the  present.  Neither  the  thought  of  what  lies 
behind,  nor  the  uncertainty  of  the  difficulties  of  the  future  should  delay 
our  progress.  To  stay  where  we  are,  means  a  failure  to  fulfill  the  purpose 
of  God.  The  purpose  of  God  in  establishing  His  church  is  to  subdue  this 
world  and  establish  his  kingdom. 

We  have  been  here  in  this  mount  long  enough.  We  must  go  forward. 
Every  order  in  life,  every  civilization,  runs  its  course  and  gives  place  to 
something  new.  History  is  the  record  of  displacement  of  one  order  by 
another.  That  which  seems  to  a  generation  to  be  the  highest  possible 
attainments  begins  to  weaken  almost  as  soon  as  its  high  place  was  reached. 
Civilization,  forms  of  government,  institutions,  harden  and  lose  their  vital- 
ity as  soon  as  growth  ceases.  Oriental  despotism  and  noble  civilization 
which  followed  lost  their  place  for  the  lack  of  growth  and  vitality 

Feudalism  went  its  way,  and  the  powers  of  the  Western  world  lost  their 
vision  because  of  stagnation.  Democracy  and  representative  govern- 
ment are  now  on  trial.  It  remains  yet  to  be  seen  how  well  they  are  carry- 
ing out  their  mission. 

The  hope  of  the  church  is  in  its  moving  forward  out  of  the  land  of  ease 
and  contentment,  out  of  the  land  of  prejudice  and  narrow  vision,  into  the 
land  of  love  and  activity  and  of  broader  horizon.  The  church  should  be 
in  action,  holding  fast  to  what  is  old  and  well-settled,  but  dealing  intel- 
ligently with  existing  conditions  and  questions,  fighting  with  unwavering 
courage  against  what  is  wrong,  and  not  spending  much  time  over  small 
questions,  but  concentrate  upon  what  is  large  and  vital  in  our  journey, 
for  the  church  must  make  its  journey  and  fulfill  the  mission  which  our 
Savious  gave  her  before  leaving  this  world,  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and 
preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature."  The  confusion  of  the  world,  the 
breaking  of  old  customs,  the  sag  in  morals,  the  increase  in  crimes,  the  per- 
sistence in  National  and  race  prejudice,  the  questions  we  have  called  set- 
tled in  religion  and  moral,  in  fact,  every  department  of  life,  are  being  dis- 
cussed anew,  and  the  breaking  up  orders  which  represented  the  best  that 
we  could  do  in  past  history,  all  are  making  challenge  to  the  Christian 
church  which  must  be  accepted  with  faith  and  courage.  How  can  the 
church  meet  this  challenge  unless  she  goes  forward. 

It  must  be  sinceiely  acknowledged  that  the  spirit  of  ievolt  is  more  preva- 
lent in  the  world  now  than  in  any  previous  period  in  the  world's  history. 
The  war  is  partly  responsible  for  the  existing  order  in  the  world,  and  the 
collapse  which  our  eyes  have  seen,  but  not  altogether,  for  before  the  world's 
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war  there  was  an  apparent  peace  and  stability  through  secret  diplomacy, 
and  regard  for  balance  of  power  and  scheme  of  selfish  and  blind  states- 
men (so-called)  had  already  undermined  the  great  principles  for  which 
the  church  was  trying  to  establish,  all  of  whom  have  been  discredited, 
which  leaves  a  great  opportunity  for  the  church  of  God  to  do  its  work. 

Material  progress  has  been  rapid,  but  the  spiritual  and  moral  progress 
upon  which  it  must  depend  for  its  maintenance  have  been  slow.  We  are 
settling  down  with  the  low  idea  of  Christian  religion,  which  the  church 
must  be  alert  to  counteract,  and  insist  upon  a  high  standard  of  Christian 
integrity. 

A  few  years  ago  special  privileges  and  advantages  came  to  only  compara- 
tively a  "few,  who  seemed  secure  in  their  places.  Now,  hundreds  of  mil- 
lions of  men  who  have  been  receiving  orders  and  doing  what  they  were 
told,  and  accepting  a  hard  and  hopeless  lot  in  life,  are  revolting.  We  « 
hear,  in  no  uncertain  language,  a  demand  for  independence  and  freedom. 
This  is  not  confined  to  any  particular  tongue,  but  in  every  land,  not  alone 
from  India  and  Russia,  from  Southern  and  Central  Europe,  Egypt,  South 
Africa,  but  also  from  Great  Britain  and  the  United  States  of  America. 
The  note  of  revolt  is  in  every  department  of  life,  in  literature  and  social 
life,  industry,  manners,  and  even  in  religious  opinions.  Science  is  trying 
to  compare  itself  in  authority  with  the  word  of  God.  How  to  meet  this 
condition  is  a  question  of  today.  Who  can  lead  the  world  back  in  order 
and  in  peace.  Who  shall  tell  us  the  meaning  and  guide  the  ship  of  state 
back  into  its  placid  waters.  The  answer  comes,  "the  church  of  the  living 
God."  The  active  church,  the  progressive  church,  the  church  that  is 
going  forward. 

The  Review  of  the  Work. 

The  first  thing  one  would  find  in  trying  to  study  the  Baptists  of  the 
State  is  that  we  have  tremendous  resources.  We  have  tried,  as  an  official 
head,  to  study  unselfishly  the  Baptists  and  our  resources  in  North  Caro- 
lina, and  put  ourselves  in  the  other  fellow's  place,  and  view  problems  from 
a  standpoint  as  far  as  possible. 

We  make  a  statement  here,  without  fear  of  contradiction,  that  we  have 
pastoring  the  churches  in  this  State  some  of  the  finest  type  of  Christian 
manhood  in  the  country.  Another  discovery  in  our  resources  is  that  our 
churches  are  fer tiled  with  strong  Christian  labormen,  who  are  consecrated 
to  their  work.  Another  very  pleasant  discovery  is  that  a  large  number  of 
our  churches  have  a  substantial  membership  who  are  blessed  with  this 
world's  goods.  These  churches  and  pastors  are  well  organized,  in  asso- 
ciations, district  and  county  conventions.  Then  you  ask  me  what  meaneth 
our  failure  to  put  over  a  large  program  in  keeping  with  the  great  Baptist 
forces  of  our  State.  We  answer,  is  a  lack  of  unity,  or,  it  may  be  better 
known  in  the  terms  of  a  mechanic,  as  lost  motion.  A  machine  may  be  ever 
so  large,  but  if  there  is  sufficient  lost  motion  a  little  or  no  power  is  pro- 
duced or  work  done.  To  build  up  a  great  machine  each  part  is  made  to 
work  in  a  particular  place.  It  may  work  somewhere  else,  but  will  not 
work  half  so  well  as  it  would  if  it  were  put  in  its  proper  place.  Each 
pastor,  each  organization,  is  a  part  of  this  great  Baptist  machinery.  We 
ought  to  be  able  to  assemble  ourselves  so  as  to  get  the  greatest  amount  of 
work  possible  and  pick  up  all  lost  motion  that  we  ourselves  would  not  be 
ashamed.  Each  man,  each  organization,  will  find  that  there  is  a  partic- 
ular place,  and  that  he  or  it  may  fit  in  and  complete  this  great  machine. 

There  are  laws  in  Physics  that  cannot  be  broken  by  the  machinist, 
though  he  may  be  ever  so  desirous.     To  break  them  means  failure  for  the 
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machine.  The  laws  of  gravitation  and  fiction  and  other  such  laws  have 
to  be  reckoned  with.  The  great  God  in  creating  man  did  not  see  fit  to 
make  him  one  solid  piece  of  humanity  and  call  it  a  body,  but  he  made 
members  of  the  body,  namely:  hands,  feet,  head,  etc.  Men  may  get 
together  and  say  that  we  prefer  to  have  the  head  at  the  foot,  and  the  foot 
where  the  head  ought  to  be,  and  vote  for  such  a  change,  and  man  would 
still  move  with  feet  on  the  3arth  and  head  upward,  because  nature  has  so  or- 
dered. There  is  an  axiom  in  Geometry  that  the  whole  is  greater  than 
any  of  its  parts,  and  equal  with  all  of  some  of  its  parts.  These  natural 
laws  do  not  change  for  the  Baptists,  although  we  believe  in  one  law  and 
one  faith  and  one  baptism.  Brethren,  until  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
is  allowed  to  take  its  natural  place  with  the  Baptists  there  shall  be  con- 
tinuous lost  motion.  We  don't  mean  the  men  who  chance  to  be  at  the 
head  as  official  leaders  just  now,  but  this  Convention.  The  outside  world 
recognizes  the  Convention  as  representing  the  Baptists  of  this  great  State. 
This  expression  was  heard  the  other  day  in  a  district  convention,  "The 
Baptist  State  Convention  might  be  made  an  auxiliary  to  this  convention." 
The  convention  in  question  was  a  district  convention.  How  can  a  whole 
be  an  auxiliary  to  its  parts.  No  more  can  a  part  be  greater  than  the  whole. 
Yet,  we  Baptists  change  nature  to  suit  our  convenience.  - 

The  church  is  the  commissioned  body,  and  the  only  commissioned  body 
to  carry  the  gospel  to  the  world.  The  different  organizations  that  have 
been  established  were  organized  in  the  church  only  to  assist  the  church  in 
its  functions.  They  cannot  exist  apart  from  the  church,  no  more  than  a 
branch  or  a  vine  can  exist  separate  from  the  trunk.  When  the  missionary 
society,  the  Sunday  School  or  men's  class  or  what  not,  attempt  to  exist 
independent!}'  of  the  church,  the  church  and  society  may  have  a  slow,  but 
it  will  be  a  sure,  death.  What  is  true  of  a  local  church  is  true  of  the  Con- 
vention, that  is  made  up  of  direct  representatives  of  these  churches. 
When  the  society  is  allowed  to  organize  in  a  body  and  work  independently 
of  the  representative  body  of  the  church,  the  death  of  both  must  come. 
When  the  head  is  aching  the  feet  nor  hands  can  do  much.  When  a  man's 
head  dies  it  will  not  be  long  before  his  feet  cease  to  move. 

The  Baptist  State  Convention  is  a  natural  head,  and  all  others  should  be 
branches  and  live  and  flourish  as  she  grows.  Why  not  have  the  report  of 
the  Sunday  School,  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society,  in  other  words,  all 
of  our  auxiliary  conventions,  and  this  should  be  used  as  a  clearing  house 
for  the  Baptists  of  the  State,  then  all  lost  motions  will  be  worked  out  of 
this  great  machinery,  and  the  Baptists  of  this  State  shall  take  their  stand 
among  the  Baptists  of  this  country. 

Education. 

The  question  of  secular  education  has  been  one  of  great  concern  to  our 
denomination,  and  still  is  a  matter  that  should  concern  us  no  little.  We 
admit  there  has  been  far  too  much  money  spent  in  this  direction  for  the 
results  accomplished.  There  has  been  no  one  thing  that  has  impeded 
our  progress  as  a  denomination  than  this  one  particular  thing,  secular 
education,  but  this  condition  should  not  and  ought  not  to  exist.  An  edu- 
cation that  is  in  opposition  to  missions  and  the  evangelization  of  the 
world  is  not  education  in  its  fullest  sense,  nor  can  a  church  or  an  individual 
support  education  at  the  expense  of  missions,  but  each  has  a  separate  place 
in  the  church.  If  we  are  to  hold  our  own  and  keep  pace  as  a  denomina- 
tion, we  need  Baptist  high  schools  with  Baptist  teachers,  where  the  doc- 
trine of  the  church  can  be  taught  and  emphasized.  You  say  to  me,  "there 
is  no  Baptist  Algebra,  Latin  or  Science.''     Upon  this  I  don't  attempt  to 
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argue,  but  any  teacher  that  only  teaches  those  subjects  as  printed,  and  no 
impressions  are  made  beyond  that,  ought  not  to  be  in  the  school  house. 
There  is  a  subconscience  going  on  within  the  pupil  that  neither  teacher 
nor  pupil  is  aware,  that  comes  from  the  character  and  personal  influence 
of  the  teacher,  that  shapes,  controls  and  directs  the  course  of  the  pupil. 
There  was  a  certain  teacher  that  taught  in  a  school  in  this  State  who  did 
not  say  a  word  to  the  young  men  about  the  school  or  college  he  attended. 
But  young  men  by  the  classes  pushed  their  way  to  the  college  from  whence 
this  particular  teacher  graduated.  But  what  was  working.  Personal  and 
subconsciousness  directed  their  paths.  What  is  true  in  this  case  in  secular 
affairs  will  be  true  and  is  true  in  religious  impressions. 

This  Convention  may  not  attempt  to  lun  and  control  schools,  but  we 
stand  ready  to  render  any  assistance  and  advice  within  our  power  along 
this  line.  The  wrong  impression  went  out  last  year  from  our  Winston- 
Salem  Convention  that  we,  as  a  Convention,  were  to  support  some  par- 
ticular school  at  the  expense  of  others.  This  statement  is  misleading, 
but  we  advise  here,  as  we  did  there,  that  these  schools  be  controlled  by 
local  communities,  assisted  as  far  as  we  are  able  by  this  body.  We  also 
say,  as  we  said  then,  that  it  is  advisable  to  have  a  smaller  number  of  Bap- 
tist schools  and  more  largely  supported  by  larger  districts. 

Shaw  University. 

Shaw  University  has  been  for  over  half  a  century  an  educational  center, 
not  only  for  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  and  the  South,  but  for  the 
Negroes  in  general  of  the  Southland,  and  the  work  done  by  this  grand  in- 
stitution has  been  admired  by  the  educational  world.  Shaw  has  a  demand 
upon  the  Baptists  of  this  State,  and  is  appealing  to  us  as  never  before. 
We  all  understand  the  conditional  gift  comes  to  us,  or  to  Shaw,  each  year 
of  $10,000,  providing  that  the  Negro  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  raise 
$5,000  during  the  school's  year.  WTe  have  been  able  to  meet  our  obliga- 
tions, not,  however,  without  some  unusual  effort  by  a  few  of  the  brethren. 
We  have  still  outstanding  obligations  because  of  our  trying  to  meet,  and 
having  yet  to  meet,  the  conditional  gift  of  last  May.  We  are  trusting 
that  some  definite  steps  shall  be  taken  at  this  Convention  to  release  the 
officers  of  this  Convention,  or  the  President  of  the  University,  of  any  un- 
usual anxiety  at  the  close  of  the  school  year.  We  understand  the  change 
in  our  financial  system  this  year  has  caused  somewhat  a  temporary  sag  in 
money  coming  in  to  our  Treasurer,  but  we  are  confident  that  if  this  system 
is  pushed  and  carried  to  its  efficiency,  there  shall  be  sufficient  money  to 
meet  our  obligations  to  the  University  without  any  embarrassment  to 
anyone. 

Foreign  Missions. 

The  report  of  Drs.  Brown  and  Graham,  the  commission  sent  by  the  Lott 
Carey  Convention  to  inspect  our  work  and  make  a  survey  of  the  field, 
ought  to  increase  our  efforts,  since  we  have  first-hand  information  from  the  . 
field  and  missionaries.  After  all,  we  don't  think  of  Africa  being  so  far 
away  as  we  have  in  time  past.  Sometimes  we  think  we  can  hear  the  cries 
of  our  brothers  and  sisters  just  across  the  water,  asking  for  light.  We 
have  done  well,  and  are  doing  well,  in  supporting  our  missionaries  in  Africa, 
and  on  other  fields.  Yet,  we  can  see  so  much  room  for  improvement.  If 
we  could  only  be  imbued  with  the  spirit  of  Christ.  Just  think  what  our 
State  could  do  if  we  only  press  our  system  of  five  cent  per  member.  Just 
five  cent  per  member  per  month,  or  sixty  cents  per  year.  Our  State 
could  take  care  of  our  educational  and  home  mission  work,  and  then  take 
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care  of  on  the  foreign  field  more  missionaries  than  the  great  Lott  Cary 
Convention,  as  a  whole,  is  caring  for  now.  For  this  one  thing  Christ 
established  the  church,  and  said  unto  his  disciples:  "Go  ye  into  all  the 
world,"  not  to  any  particular  people,  or  to  any  particular  locality,  but  into 
all  the  world,  and  to  every  creature.  I  am  not  able  to  understand  how 
commission  preachers  can  forget  so  important  a  command  in  their  commis- 
sion, or  to  treat  it  slightly,  as  some  of  our  brethren  do.  It  would  be  a  fine 
and  a  splendid  thing  if  our  pastors  would  try  God  and  carry  out  in  our 
preaching  and  teaching  our  people  God's  word  and  God's  plan  in  saving 
the  entire  world. 

The  Lott  Cary  Convention  convened  in  our  State  in  the  city  of  Char- 
lotte. We  were  glad  to  greet  a  goodly  number  of  our  pastors,  but  not 
near  as  large  a  number  as  we  were  looking  for,  and -we  did  not  make  the 
showing  financially  as  a  State  that  we  have  made  in  previous  years.  The 
reason  for  this,  however,  was  the  general  depression  and  the  railroad  strike 
that  was  on  during  the  time  of  the  Convention.  Yet,  we  are  trusting  that 
our  minds  shall  be  so  fixed  on  the  work  of  missions  that  a  little  confusion 
in  a  material  world  would  not  impede  our  progiess  in  missions.  We  can 
look  forward  for  a  large  representation  from  this  State  at  the  Lott  Cary 
Convention  in  Homestead,  Pa. 

Union  Reformer. 

We  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  our  denominational  paper,  the  Union 
Reformer.  Rev.  J.  W.  Ligon  is  the  efficient  editor  and  business  manager. 
Through  his  untiring  efforts  and  tenacity  he  has  kept  the  paper  very  much 
alive,  but  he  needs  the  support  of  every  Baptist  in  North  Carolina.  It 
should  be  the  aim  this  year  to  see  to  it  that  our  paper  be  in  the  home  of 
every  Baptist  in  the  State.  The  power  of  the  press  has  been  recognized 
in  every  walk  of  life,  and  we,  as  Baptists  of  North  Carolina,  need  a  strong 
out-spoken  denominational  paper,  and  this  can  only  be  brought  about  by 
our  unstinted  support. 

The  Orphan  Home. 

Our  Baptist  Orphan  Home  in  Winston-Salem  is  still  claiming  our  atten- 
tion, and  is  greatly  in  need  of  our  support.  They  have  made  wonderful 
progress  in  a  few  years  of  existence.  Yet,  its  growth  has  been  greatly 
impaired  by  the  need  of  sufficient  funds  to  operate  and  enlarge.  It 
would  be  well  for  every  Baptist  church  and  Sunday  School  to  put  in  their 
budget  a  certain  amount  to  be  given  monthly  to  this  home. 

Recommendations. 

1.  That  we  press  the  five  cent  per  member  per  month,  and  the  steward- 
ship system  to  its  efficiency. 

2.  That  we  put  on  an  educational  program  in  our  churches  to  instruct 
the  people  in  the  Bible  way  of  giving,  and  explain  the  five  cent  per  month 
plan. 

3.  That  each  church  pledge,  through  its  pastor,  a  certain  amount  of  the 
five  cent  money  to  be  used  for  Shaw,  and  this  pledge  be  secured  by  nego- 
tiable note  due  April  1st,  without  interest,  so  that  we  may  meet  the  condi- 
tional gift  within  the  school  year. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  brethren  for  whatever  support  they  have  given  to 
the  Convention  and  its  objects  during  the  year,  and  solicit  your  co-opera- 
tion in  making  this  session  profitable  and  helpful  to  each  one  of  us. 
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COMMUNICATIONS. 

My  Dear  Brother: 

I  am  sending  you  a  copy  of  the  report  I  prepared  for  the  California  meet- 
ing. Please  read  it  and  write  me.  Somehow,  here  of  late,  I  am  feeling  a 
little  blueish  and  at  the  same  time  a  bit  apprehensive  for  our  own  Baptist 
affairs. 

You  know  of  my  struggle  for  others,  and  how  for  nearly  twenty-six 
years,  I  have  done  what  my  brethren  bade  me  do.  As  a  result  of  my  un- 
tiring efforts,  we  have  more  than  1,200  acres  of  land,  many  church  lots, 
buildings  and  other  accessories  needful  to  make  our  foreign  mission  work 
a  living,  vital  force  for  evangelizing  the  whole  world. 

My  efforts,  under  God,  has  given  Negro  Baptists  approximately  $80,000 
in  property  for  foreign  mission  work.  I  have  been  a  contemporary  with 
W.  J.  Simmons,  W.  H.  Pettiford,  E.  K.  Love,  C.  T.  Walker,  our  recently- 
fallen  chieftain,  E.  C.  Morris,  together  with  many  of  the  pioneers  in  our 
denominational  and  racial  life.  Having  so  lived  and  served,  my  opinions 
and  views  should  be  entitled  to  consideration.  I  have  said  all  this  to  say: 
You  who  know  of  my  past  usefulness,  and  it  should  give  me  my  rightful 
place  as  a  counsellor  in  these  days  when  our  brethren  are  growing  excitable 
in  so  many  ways. 

There  are  three  things  of  vital  importance  pressing  upon  us,  namely: 
Our  Seminary  at  Nashville,  plans  for  a  reunion  of  Negro  Baptists  in  this 
country,  and  the  selection  of  the  right  man  for  President  of  the  National 
Baptist  Convention  at  St.^Louis^imDecember. 

It  will  take  cool  heads,  warm  hearts  and  cautious  speech  to  pull  us 
through  at  this  time  without  injury.  A  good  pair  of  lungs  is  a  valuable 
asset,  but  they  are  not  all  one  needs  in  Christian  work,  especially  where 
the  feelings  and  good  name  of  our  brethren  are  involved.  Select  the  best 
man.  Dr.  Morris  won't  be  there  to  take  the  gavel  when  things  get  away 
from  some  Vice-President.  We  must  have  a  man  who  can  handle  men  by 
being  both  brotherly  and  positive.  At  our  St.  Louis  meeting,  in  settling 
all  of  our  questions,  prayer  and  sober  thought  should  characterize  each 
of  us  who  go. 

As  one  of  the  older  men  and  one  whose  love  and  interest  you  do  not 
doubt,  I  am  asking  you  to  think  on  this  letter.  I  shall  be  glad  to  hear  from 
you,  if  only  by  a  post  card.

A  CALL  TO  THE  KINGDOM. 

Soul  Saving  a  Privilege  and  an  Obligation. 

Mr.  President  and  Fellow-Laborers  of  the  Kingdom: 

We  have  come  to  the  second  mile  post  in  the  history  of  the  Evangelical 
Board  of  our  Baptist  host  of  North  Carolina.  We  come  to  you,  not  to 
boast  of  financial  gain  nor  material  accomplishments,  but  to  thank  Him 
who  said,  "Lo,  I  am  with  you  always,  even  to  the  end  of  the  world,"  for 
using  us  in  His  service  in  the  great  soul-saving  work. 

We  boast  not,  but  rather  rejoice  with  the  angelic  host  in  the  paradistical 
regions  above — for  Jesus  himself  said,  "There  is  joy  in  the  presence  of  the 
angels  of  God  over  one  sinner  that  repenteth." — Luke  16:10.  Thus,  when 
we  win  a  soul  to  Christ  we  not  only  get  joy  ourselves  and  cause  the  indi- 
vidual to  rejoice,  but  we  cause  angels  to  rejoice  in  glory.  Praise  His  holy 
name. 

My  brethren,  I  fear  that  too  many  of  us  look  on  evangelism  too  lightly. 
The  primary  work  of  the  church  is  the  evangelization  of  the  world  for 
Christ.     Evangelism  to  my  mind  means  gospelism.     We  are  all  evangel-

ists.  Jesus  said,  "Go  into  all  the  world  and  make  disciples  of  all  nations," 
and  if  we  are  true  Missionary  Baptists  and  followers  of  the  lowlyNazareen 
we  are  evangelists. 

There  are  four  great  ideals  that  stand  out  in  the  prosecution  of  this 
God-given  work: 

1.  Education.  This  is  a  big  word  in  the  program  of  the  Christian 
church,  and  ignorance  has  been  a  great  hindrance  in  winning  souls  into  his 
kingdom,  for  oftentimes  ministers  and  teachers  have  the  wrong  concep- 
tion of  the  Bible,  and  out  of  customs  and  isms  lead  men  and  women  in  the 
wrong  direction,  for  fear  someone  will  criticise,  will  let  the  folks  have  their 
way.  But  it  is  our  indispensable  duty  to  preach  the  gospel  in  its  sim- 
plicity and  purity  and  leave  the  results  with  God.  For  example,  the 
mourner's  bench  has  kept  many  souls  out  of  the  kingdom;  by  that  I  mean 
the  instructions  given  at  the  bench.  The  sinner  has  the  idea  that  he  must 
mourn  and  "come  throu,"  as  is  often  expressed.  We  tell  sinners  to 
pray— which  is  wrong.  We  are  to  tell  the  sinner  to  repent,  give  up  his 
way  of  living  and  believe  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  he  shall  be  saved. 
Thus  we  see  we  need  an  educated  ministry  and  teaching  force  in  the  local 
church  to  do  effective  evangelistic  work.  Along  with  education  there  must 
be  a  spiritual  preparation,  for  education  alone  in  the  Lord's  work  is  as 
dangerous  as  a  razor  in  the  hands  of  a  child.  God's  word  says,  "not  by 
might,  nor  by  power,  but  by  my  spirit  sayeth  the  Lord  of  hosts." 

2.  Community  Service  Work. — There  was  a  time  when  the  church's 
only  mission,. or  the  only  mission  of  which  she  was  conscious,  was  to  minis- 
ter to  the  religious  need,  strictly  speaking,  of  her  people.  But  now  a  great 
awakening  has  been  aroused  in  the  social  seivice  work.  Many  churches 
have  special  workers  employed  to  look  after  the  welfare  of  the  young 
people  in  the  community.  Many  of  us  stand  off  and  advise  what  the 
young  people  shall  not  do — but  never  advise  what  is  best  to  do  or,  in 
other  words,  never  outline  a  program  in  which  all  the  members  can  par- 
ticipate and  receive  benefit. 

The  church  should  strive  to  get  hold  of  the  people  in  the  community  in 
a  social  way  as  well  as  spiritual.  I  was  very  much  impressed  with  a  plan 
Dr.  J.  W.  Hariston  uses  at  Spencer,  N.  C.  in  his  church.  Every  Friday 
evening  "A  Community  Social,"  in  which  the  old  and  young  meet  and 
spend  two  or  three  hours  in  real  pleasure.  From  this  he  tells  me  many 
have  been  brought  into  the  church.  Unless  the  church  shall  bestir  herself 
and  no  longer  seek  merely  to  be  ministered  unto  and  supported  simply 
because  she  is  the  church,  but  set  out  to  minister  in  such  a  way  as  will 
make  her  need  and  influence  felt  by  making  her  presence  in  the  community 
vital,  she  will  soon  become  the  neglected  spot  in  the  community. 

3.  A  Vital  Faith. — We  read  in  Jude  3,  "Beloved,  when  I  gave  all  dili- 
gence to  write  unto  you  of  the  common  salvation,  it  was  needful  for  me  to 
write  unto  you  and  exhort  you  that  ye  should  earnestly  contend  for  the 
faith  which  was  once  delivered  unto  the  saints." 

We  must  not  live  in  the  faith  of  our  fathers,  but  in  a  vital  faith  of  Jesus 
Christ.  We  cannot  depend  upon  theological  dogmas  for  theology  changes, 
but,  thank  God,  true  religion  is  permanent. 

4.  The  Last  is  Church  Unity. — A  divided  church  will  never  save  many 
souls.  There  must  be  unity  or  no  success.  Jesus  prayed  that  we  all 
should  be  one.  Said  He,  "Neither  pray  I  for  these  alone,  but  for  them  also 
which  shall  believe  on  me  through  their  word.  That  they  all  may  be  one." 
John  17:20-21.  This  unity  must  start  in  the  pulpit  and  run  to  the  door, 
for  even  many  of  us  who  claim  to  be  called  of  God  to  preach  the  unsearch- 
able riches  of  Jesus  Christ  are  divided  and  do  not  work  to  save  a  lost  and 
perishing  world. 
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My  friends,  the  winning  of  souls  is  not  only  a  privilege  but  an  obligation 
which  rests  upon  every  member  of  the  kingdom  of  God.  Many  Chris- 
tians have  sought  to  excuse  themselves  from  this  form  of  service  on  the 
ground  that  only  those  who  have  been  specially  called  and  equipped  for  it 
can  do  it.  The  fact  remains,  however,  that  the  teaching  of  the  Old  and  New 
Testament  clearly  indicates  that  everyone  who  has  had  experimental 
knowledge  of  Christ  and  His  salvation  is  under  obligation  to  make  him 
known  to  all  men.  The  spirit  of  the  man  who  feels  no  obligation  to 
spread  the  news  of  salvation  is  the  spirit  of  the  one  who  said,  "Am  I  my 
brother's  keepei."  The  spirit  of  the  genuine  child  of  God,  one  who  has 
had  an  experience  of  divine  grace,  is  the  spirit  of  desire  to  have  others 
share  this  same  blessing.  The  first  recorded  prayer  in  the  Bible  is  the 
prayer  of  an  anxious  father  for  his  son,  "O,  that  Ishmael  might  live  before 
thee."  Later  on,  when  this  same  man  prayed  earnestly  that  the  doom  of 
Sodom  might  be  averted,  he  undoubtedly  had  in  mind  the  family  of  Lot. 
He  was  deeply  concerned  lest  those  who  were  dear  to  him  might  perish, 
and  this  is  the  spirit  of  every  true  child  of  God.  David  promises  the  Lord 
that  as  soon  as  he  is  restored  to  fellowship  with  Him  he  will  "teach  trans- 
gressors thy  wa}'s,"  and  then  he  adds,  "sinners  shall  be  converted  unto 
thee."  The  writer  of  the  Proverbs  says,  "He  that  winneth  souls  is  wise," 
and  Daniel  tells  us  that,  "They  that  be  wise  shall  shine  as  the  brightness 
of  the  firmament;  and  they  that  turn  many  to  righteousness  as  the  stars 
forever  and  ever." 

When  we  turn  to  the  pages  of  the  New  Testament,  this  teaching  is 
clearer  still.  Jesus  says,  "Follow  me,  and  I  will  make  you  to  become 
fishers  of  men."  And  all  through  his  life  he  emphasizes  the  obligation  of 
men  to  seek  and  to  save  their  fellow-men.  Indeed,  his  last  woi'ds  are  an 
indication  of  how  he  holds  us  responsible  for  the  salvation  of  our  fellows. 

May  we  not  heed  the  call  of  the  kingdom  and  go  forth  in  the  Master's 
vineyard  doing  our  best  to  save  a  lost  world  to  Christ.

To  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina: 
Greetings  with  Grievances. 

Dear  Brethren: — We  take  this  method  on  this  occasion  of  expressing  our 
appreciation  to  the  pastors  who  are  members  of  this  Convention,  and  who 
have  helped  so  nobly  in  making  the  past  work  of  the  Woman's  Home  and 
Foreign  Mission  Convention  a  success,  and  for  your  generous  care  of  our 
field  workers  while  they  were  on  their  mission  for  the  work  of  the  Woman's 
Home  and  Foreign  Mission  Convention.  We  feel  your  interest  in  us, 
therefore,  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Woman's  Home  and  Foreign  Mission 
Convention  in  session  assembled  at  Statesville,  N.  G,  October  7,  1922, 
wishes  to  communicate  some  facts  to  you  which  we  feel  is  of  vital  importance 
for  the  good  of  the  work  we  are  trying  to  do  in  the  State. 

In  October,  1921,  the  President  of  your  Convention,  Dr.  O.  S.  Bullock, 
and  Dr.  A.  W.  Pegues  met  our  Board  in  Washington,  N.  C,  and  after  some 
conference  with  us  asked  that  we  send  representatives  from  our  Conven- 
tion to  Winston-Salem  to  meet  your  Convention.     In  accordance  with 
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the  request,  we  sent  our  Corresponding  Secretary,  Miss  M.  A.  Burwell; 
our  Treasurer,  Mrs.  Bansom,  and  two  of  our  most  excellent  Board  mem- 
bers, Mrs.  H.  E.  Shepard,  of  Durham,  and  Mrs.  L.  L.  Walker,  of  Char- 
lotte, N.  C. 

This  committee  reported  to  us  the  actions  of  the  joint  committee  meet- 
ing in  Winston-Salem  at  a  later  board  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Conven- 
tion in  Durham. 

We  wish  to  assure  you,  first  of  all,  that  we  are  a  co-operative  body  with 
you  in  all  things  which  stand  for  the  Christian  development  of  people 
everywhere,  and  our  Constitution  has  been  revised  to  that  effect  two 
years  ago. 

We  do  our  Foreign  Mission  work  as  you  direct,  through  the  Lott  Carey 
Convention.  We  have  paid  during  the  past  year  in  missionaries  salaries 
and  expenses  something  over  $1,200.  We  are  holding  a  fund  to  supplement 
the  money  already  turned  in  for  the  erection  of  the  girls'  industrial  and  trade 
building  in  Africa,  memorial  to  our  beloved  Sallie  Mial,  which  money  we 
are  ready  to  turn  over  as  soon  as  the  plans  are  submitted  to  us  by  theFor- 
eign  Mission  Board,  which  plan  we  feel  we  have  a  right  to  see,  since  we  are 
to  furnish  the  money  for  its  erection. 

Our  Home  Mission  money  is  limited.  We  are  studying  the  present  situ- 
ation and  conditions,  so  we  do  not  have  any  money  to  turn  over  to  you 
just  now. 

We  desire  to  do  more  for  Christian  Education,  and  would  like  to  put  our 
efforts  where  most  needed  and  will  do  the  greatest  good.  A  recommenda- 
tion was  offered  at  this  Convention  that  we  co-operate  with  you  in  what- 
ever efforts  you  put  forth  for  the  advancement  of  Shaw  Universitj'  in 
making  it  an  A.  college. 

But,  before  we  can  pledge  ourselves  cheerfully  and  heartily,  we  feel 
that  we  should  have  your  good  will  and  sympathy  at  least,  which  we  do 
not  feel  that  we  have  had  in  the  past  from  some  of  the  leading  workers  of 
your  Convention.  We  send  to  you,  for  your  consideration  these  griev- 
ances, which  have  wounded  our  hearts.  We  have  been  misrepresented, 
handicapped  and  insulted  by  some  of  the  leading  men  of  your  Convention. 

A  continued  article  has  appeared  in  the  Union  Reformer,  written  by  the 
Corresponding  Secretary,  insinuating  that  we  are  not  properly  handling 
funds  in  doing  our  part  of  the  work.  We  do  know  whether  this  was  the 
outcome  of  a  mistaken  idea  of  actual  money  raised  by  our  women,  or  if  it 
was  intended  to  stimulate  us  to  greater  efforts.  We  do  know  this  article 
has  in  a  measure  hindered  the  progress  of  our  work  in  some  sections  of  the 
State. 

We  are  informed  that  a  few  persons  who  are  supposed  to  be  helpers  to 
the  Baptist  cause  among  both  men  and  women  are  proving  themselves 
disloyal  on  the  field  by  using  our  Convention  workers  who  are,  we  believe, 
consecrated  Christian  women,  as  targets  at  which  they  may  strike.  Were 
these  things  occurring  only  at  home  we  would  feel  differently,  but  it  has 
been  carried  into  meetings  in  which  there  are  members  from  other  States. 

When  our  President,  Mrs.  Shepard,  who  has  led  us  so  long  and  well,  was 
humiliated  and  belittled  by  your  Corresponding  Secretary,  Dr.  C.  S. 
Brown,  who  took  occasion  in  Charlotte,  IS .  C,  to  shift  what  he  intended 
for  one  organization,  when  he  found  that  organization  would  not  stand  for 
it,  on  our  President,  when  she  bad  no  one  to  defend  her,  taking  our  State 
affairs  into  a  body  in  which  sat  ladies  and  gentlemen  from  other  States, 
the  height  of  our  indignation  is  reached. 
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And  again  when  the  joint  committee  meeting  was  in  session  in  Winston- 
Salem,  some  of  our  brethren  stood  by  and  allowed  Dr.  A.  A.  Graham  to 
use  such  language  and  in  such  strong  terms,  that  our  ladies  whom  you 
had  invited,  felt  chagrined  and  disgusted,  and  no  one  took  our  part. 

It  resulted  in  this.  A  board  meeting  was  called  on  the  morning  of  the 
first  day  of  the  past  sitting  of  the  Convention,  and  a  vote  passed  unani- 
mously, that  Dr.  A.  A.  Graham  would  not  be  allowed  to  speak  before  our 
body  of  women  again  until  some  apology  has  been  made  for  his  very  un- 
christianly  manners  to  our  women,  and  the  same  obtains  in  the  matter  of 
Dr.  Brown  for  his  actions  toward  our  President  in  Chailotte. 

We  assure  you,  brethren,  we  are  ready  and  willing  to  work  and  work  and 
work,  but  we  have  learned  that  money  is  not  everything.  And  until  we 
are  civilized  and  Christianized  and  know  how  to  treat  our  brothers  and 
sisters  at  home,  we  need  not  bother  about  those  in  foreign  lands. 

The  women  who  compose  the  State  Convention,  many  of  them,  have 
husbands,  brothers,  fathers,  and  sons,  who  will  not  stand  for  the  treat- 
ment we  are  receiving  at  the  hands  of  some  of  your  leadeis. 

We  believe  there  are  many  pastors  in  our  State  who  will  stand  by  us  as 
Christian  gentlemen  when  they  understand.

Assembled  at  4  p.  m.  in  A.  M.  E.  Zion  Church.  Prayer  by  Brother 
Hamlin.     Dr.  O.  S.  Bullock,  Chairman. 

1.  Elected  as  Executive  Committee  same  brethren  who  served  last 
year. 

2.  That  the  plans  for  missionary  operation  be  left  to  the  Correspond- 
ing Secretary.  Plans  to  remain  the  same.  Employ  men  to  help  him  with 
the  work. 
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MINISTERS  CONFERENCE. 

The  Ministers'  Conference  met  Thursday  afternoon.  Devotional  exer- 
cises were  conducted  by  Revs.  M.  L.  Dawson  and  Pope,  by  singing  hymn 
No.  465,  "My  Jesus  I  love  Thee,"  etc.  Rev.  Dawson  read  the  8th  chapter 
of  Paul's  letter  to  the  Romans.  Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  Pope.  The 
congregation  joined  Rev.  Dawson  in  singing,  "I  Will  Overcome  Some 
Day,"  etc. 

The  President,  in  choicest  words,  presented  Rev.  Clumpier,  who  took 
for  his  text  the  16th  chapter  of  St.  Mark  and  the  15th  veise.  Words 
were,  "Go  ye  into  all  the  woild  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature." 
He  had  us  to  understand  that  the  Baptist  preacher's  mission  was  to  go,  and 
as  he  goes  pi  each  the  gospel,  and  as  he  had  us  to  study  the  gospel  our 
hearts  within  us  burned.  The  speaker  seemed  to  have  been  overshadowed 
with  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  the  sermon  was  enjoyed  by  all  who  heard  him. 
At  the  close  of  his  sermon  the  congregation  joined  in  singing  an  appro- 
priate selection. 

The  President  made  some  announcements.  It  being  time  for  adjourn- 
ment the  congregation  sang  "Nearer  My  God  To  Thee."  Benediction 
was  pronounced  by  Dr.  C.  S.  Grumpier. 

The  Ministers'  Conference  met  Thursday  morning.  The  President 
called  the  meeting  to  order.  Devotional  exercises  were  conducted  by 
Rev.  C.  T.  Underwood,  by  singing,  "I  Heard  the  Voice  of  Jesus  Say,"  etc. 
Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  M.  L.  Dawson.  The  President  made  some 
timely  remarks  concerning  the  wTork,  after  which  the  Treasurer  made  his 
report,  which  was  approved.  A  motion  prevailed  that  the  Conference 
meet  on  Tuesday  at  ten  o'clock,  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  Convention. 
A  motion  prevailed  that  the  Corresponding  Secretary  notify  all  the  minis- 
ters of  the  State  of  the  same.  After  some  remarks  by  the  different  breth- 
ren, a  motion  prevailed  that  all  of  the  officers  be  re-elected  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

A  motion  prevailed  that  Dr.  Harper  be  paid  $5.00,  and  Mrs.  P.  S.  Lewis, 
Mrs.  Faulk,  Mrs.  Witherspoon  and  Mrs.  Conder  be  paid  $2.50  each. 

A  motion  prevailed  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  work  out  plans 
for  ministers  relief.  J.  A.  Mebane,  C.  T.  Underwood,  C.  F.  Pope,  G.  A. 
Moore,  W.  H.  Moore,  R.  Spiller,  M.  L.  Dawson,  H.  G.  Pope  and  O.  J. 
Allen  were  appointed. 

After  a  successful  meeting  we  adjourned  to  meet  Monday  at  2:30  o'clock, 
prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  which  will  convene  in  Raleigh 
on  November,  1923.

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CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE  I. 

This  Convention  shall  be  known  as  THE  BAPTIST  STATE  CON- 
VENTION OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 

ARTICLE  II. 

It  shall  be  the  object  of  this  Convention  to  encourage  and  assist  Shaw 
University;  to  educate  3'oung  men  called  of  God  to  the  ministry  and 
approved  by  the  churches  to  which  they  belong;  to  encourage  education 
among  all  the  people  of  the  State;  to  support  the  Gospel  in  all  destitute 
portions  of  the  State;  to  send  the  Gospel  to  Africa  and  other  heathen 
lands;  to  encourage  the  distribution  and  the  study  of  the  Bible  and  sound 
religious  literature;  to  assist  Baptist  churches. in  the  erection  of  suitable, 
houses  of  worship  in  unoccupied  sections;  to  encourage  the  proper  care 
of  indigent  orphan  children  and  destitute  and  aged  ministers  of  the  Gospel; 
and  to  promote  all  agencies  for  social  betterment. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Section  1.  This  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Baptist  Associa- 
tions of  North  Carolina,  regular  Baptist  Churches,  and  all  Baptist  organ- 
izations of  a  missionary  nature  or  character,  and  members  in  good  standing 
in  regular  Baptist  churches. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  in  good  standing  in  a  Baptist  church  may  become 
an  annual  member  of  this  Convention  by  the  payment  of  one  dollar. 
Any  Baptist  Association  may  be  represented  by  the  payment  of  fifty 
cents  per  church,  and  may  send  one  delegate  for  every  ten  churches  or 
fraction  thereof.  Any  Baptist  church  contributing  during  the  year  to 
the  objects  of  this  Convention,  shall  be  entitled  to  representation  in  this 
body,  and  churches  so  represented  shall  be  required  to  pay  an  additional 
sum  of  two  dollars  annually,  to  meet  the  current  expenses,  and  pastors 
of  such  contriburing  churches  shall  be  considered  members  of  this  Con- 
vention by  virtue  of  office.  All  churches,  associations  and  Baptist  organ- 
izations contributing  money  for  Foreign  Missions,  shall  be  permitted 
to  designate  where  this  money  shall  be  sent,  and  each  member  present 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  on  all  questions. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Section  3.  The  officers  of  this  Convention  shall  be  a  President,  four 
Vice-Presidents,  a  Treasurer,  Recording  Secretary,  and  Assistant  Re- 
cording Secretaiy,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Statistican  and  an  Auditor. 

Sec.  2.  To  promote  more  vigorously  the  work  of  this  Convention 
there  shall  be  appointed  a  State  Mission  Board,  consisting  of  thirty-five 
members,  elected  by  this  body,  and  one  member  from  each  Association 
in  the  State.  The  "members  of  this  Board  shall  be  considered  the  direct 
representatives  of  the  interests  of  the  Convention  in  their  respective 
sections.  The  State  Mission  Board  may  appoint  from  time  to  time  sub- 
committees for  the  prosecution  of  the  work  of  the  Board.  The  Executive 
Committee  shall  be  made  up  of  the  members  of  the  State  Mission  Board. 

Sec.  3.  The  Executive  Committee,  in  addition  to  its  general  duties, 
is  authorized  through  its  representatives  to  confer  with  and  institute 
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plans  for  co-operative  work  in  the  State  with  the  State  Sunday  School 
Convention  and  the  Woman's  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  with  the 
other  existing  Baptist  organizations. 

Sec.  4.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  the  meetings  of  this  Con- 
vention, sign  all  orders  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer.  One  of  the  Vice- 
Presidents  shall  perform  the  same  duties  in  the  absence  of  the  President. 

Sec.  5.  The  Recording  Secretary  and  Assistant  Recording  Secre- 
tary shall  keep  a  faithful  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention, 
shall  prepare  the  minutes  for  the  press,  publish  and  distribute  the  same. 

Sec.  6.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  funds  collected  for  this  Con- 
vention and  make  public  acknowledgment  of  same  every  month  in  a 
paper  designated  by  the  Convention;  hold  all  cash  and  notes  belonging 
to  the  Convention,  forward  at  least  once  in  two  months  all  contributions 
to  their  proper  destination,  and  give  a  suitable  bond  to  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions, and  make  a  full  report  of  receipts  and  disbursements  to  the  Con- 
vention, and  to  turn  over  to  his  successor  in  office,  on  retiring,  all  the  papers 
and  books  belonging  thereto. 

Sec.  7.  The  Conesponding  Secretary  shall  be  considered  the  offi- 
cial representative  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  shall  conduct  the  cor- 
respondence of  the  Convention,  issue  all  appeals  for  funds,  make  out 
and  sign  ah  orders  on  the  Treasurer,  and  shall  repoit  as  agent  of  the  Mis- 
sion Board  to  the  Convention  ail  work  done  during  the  year,  and  offer 
recommendations  for  the  future  development  of  the  work.  He  shall 
receive  contributions  for  all  objects  of  the  Convention,  and  pay  the  same 
over  to  the  Treasurer  within  thirty  days.  The  Board  of  Missions  shall 
fix  the  salary  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  and  all  other  agents  and 
missionaries  of  the  Convention. 

Sec.  8.  The  Auditor  shall,  before  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Con- 
vention, examine  carefully  the  receipts,  disbursements,  vouchers,  papers 
and  books  of  the  Treasurer,  and  his  certificate  to  the  facts  in  the  case 
shall  be  attached  to  the  Treasurer's  report. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee,  composed  of  fifteen  mem- 
bers, elected  by  the  Mission  Board,  shall  be  located  at  Raleigh,  N.  C, 
and  shall  have  charge  of  the  work  of  the  Convention,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Sec.  2.  The  officers  of  the  Convention  shall  be  elected  annually. 
The  officers  and  missionaries  shall  be  members  in  good  standing  in  regular 
Baptist  churches. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  Convention  shall  meet  annually  on  Tuesday  evening  before  the 
First  Sunday  in  November,  and  close  the  following  Friday  evening. 

The  Board  of  Missions  shall  meet  at  10:00  o'clock  A.  M.  on  the  day 
of  the  convening  of  the  Convention  and  at  the  same  place. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  funds  of  this  Convention  shall  be  designated  as  Educational, 
Foreign  Mission,  Home  Mission  and  General.  These  funds  shall  be 
kept  sepaiate  and  distinct,  and  the  money  contributed  to  either  must 
be  applied  as  designated.  Any  moneys  sent  up  for  any  other  object  ap- 
proved by  the  Convention  shall  be  turned  over  to  that  object. 
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ARTICLE  VIII: 

This  Constitution  may  be  changed  or  amended  at  any  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  Convention,  prior  to  the  last  day,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  present,  provided  notice  of  the  same  was  given  the  previous 
year. 


WOMAN'S  AUXILIARY  CONVENTION 

CONSTITUTION. 

The  members  from  Societies,  Unions  and  Associations  met  in  Hert- 
ford, N.  C,  for  the  purpose  of  putting  in  effect  the  benevolent  inten- 
tion of  the  constitutents  by  organizing  a  plan  co-operating  and  combin- 
ing and  directing  latent  energies  of  the  denomination  for  the  spreading 
of  the  Gospel,  adopted  rules,  which  are  amended  from  time  to  time,  as 
follows : 

Article  1.  This  assembly  shall  be  known  as  the  WOMAN'S  BAP- 
TIST STATE  CONVENTION  AUXILIARY  TO  THE  UNION  BAP- 
TIST STATE  CONVENTION. 

Article  2.  The  object  of  this  Convention  shall  be  to  promote  the 
cause  of  Home  and  Foreign  Missions,  to  assist  in  supporting  the  Reform 
School  located  at  Charlotte,  and  to  complete  the  establishment  of  the 
Old  Folks'  Home,  located  at  Scotland  Neck,  N.  C,  Orphan  Asylum  at 
Oxford  and  Winston,  N.  C,  Roanoke  Collegiate  Institute,  and  several 
other  schools  in  North  Carolina,  and  to  advance  the  cause  of  Christ  in 
whatever  way  it  can. 

Article  3.  That  this  Convention  be  composed  of  Missionary  Unions, 
local  Societies,  Associations,  Bands,  etc.  Annual  and  Life  members 
will  be  admitted  by  the  payments,  as  follows:  Unions  and  Associations, 
$5.00;  Societies,  Clubs,  Bands,  etc.,  $2.00;  Annual  members,  50  cents; 
Life  members,  $5.00. 

Article  4.  That  we  send  each  year  for  Foreign  Missions  a  dona- 
tion for  part  payment  on  one  missionary's  salary  (Susan  B.  Taylor) 
while  engaged  in  the  work  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  directed  by 
Rev.  L.  G.  Jordan,  located  at  Philadelphia, 

Section  1.  That  we  pledge  also  to  pay  the  expense  of  one  missionary 
employed  in  the  Haitien  work  by  the  Union  Baptist  Convention  of  North 
Carolina. 

Article  5.  That  the  officers  shall  be:  President,  two  or  more  Vice- 
Presidents,  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer 
and  Auditor,  and  the  officers  of  the  Convention  shall  be  each,  by  virtue 
of  his  office,  members  of  the  boards. 

Article  6.  The  Treasurer  shall  hold  all  moneys  and  valuables  be- 
longing to  the  Convention,  and  shall  make  a  proper  entry  of  all  receipts 
and  disbursements.  All  orders  for  money  must  be  signed  by  the  President. 
Books  shall  be  open  at  any  time  for  inspection. 

Article  7.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  strict  record  of  all 
proceedings  of  the  Convention. 

Article  8.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  correspond  with  every 
Society,  Band,  Union,  etc.,  that  iepresents  in  the  Convention,  and  keep 
file  communication  of  the  same. 
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Article  9.  All  officers  appointed  by  the  Convention  shall  be  mem- 
bers of  some  regular  church  in  Union  with  the  churches  composing  this 
Convention. 

Article  10.  The  bodies  and  individuals  composing  this  Convention 
shall  have  a  right  to  specify  the  object  or  objects  to  which  their  contribu- 
tions shall  be  applied,  but  when  no  specification  is  made  the  Convention 
shall  use  its  best  judgment  in  applying  the  same. 

BY-LAWS. 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  within 
thirty  days  to  notify  all  members  of  their  appointments,  and  chairmen 
of  such  committees  of  their  appointment  of  chairmen. 

2.  The  rules  of  order  for  the  Convention  shall  be  those  laid  down 
in  "MelPs  Manual  of  Parliamentry  Practice"  or  other  good  authori- 
ties, but  in  cases  where  these  differ,  or  for  which  they  do  not  provide, 
the  President  shall  exercise  her  judgment,  subject  to  appeal  to  the  Con- 
vention. 

3.  Any  dissension  arising  on  the  floor  of  the  Convention  is  out  of 
order,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  suppress  such. 

4.  Speeches  in  support  of  a  report  or  individual  shall  be  short,  and 
no  one  person  shall  be  allowed  to  speak  on  the  same  more  than  five  minutes. 

5.  The  Secretary  shall  form  the  closest  possible  connection  with 
the  members  of  the  Convention  by  distributing  circular  letters,  leaflets, 
newspapers,  or  the  most  expedient  way  for  our  people. 

6.  The  By-Laws  may  be  altered  at  any  time  by  a  majority  vote, 
except  on  the  last  day  of  the  Convention. 

7.  That  the  Executive  Board  shall  meet  for  the  further  transac- 
tion of  business  pertaining  to  the  Convention  the  morning  of  the  last 
day  of  the  Convention  at  10:00  o'clock  A.  M. 
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
